The  above  Is  the  title  of  one  of  a 
series  of  essays  appearing  in  a  recent 
volnmd  bf  Br.  W.  C.  Bagley,  an  Ameri- 
can educator  of  national  repute.  The 
author  has  compared  the  record.s  o( 
forty-one  States  as  to  the  relative 
efficiency  of  their  schools,  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  centufy  and  the 
relative  standing  of  thMr  citizens  as 
indicated  by  the  spores  made  by 
seldlerB  In  the  army  tests  a  few  years 
ago. 

In  the^  year  1900  the  sutes  of  the 
American  Union  were  graded  as  to 
school  efficiency  In  a  certain  order  in 
whleto,  for«saraplc.  MassachusctU  was 
fimt,  Ohio  tenth.  North  Dakota  twen- 
tieth, Kentucky  thirtieth  and  Alabama 
fortieth.  In  1918  the  "  Army  Alpha" 
tests  ranked  the  states  according  to  the 
Intelligence  of  the  iwhile>  army  ro- 
ccuits.  presiunably  the  products  of 
those  schools.  In  this  ranking  Mas- 
sachusetts was  seventh,  Ohio  eleventh. 
North  DakoU  twenty-fifth,  Kentucky 
fortieth  and  Alabama  thirty-fifth, 
California  and  Connecticut  stood 
respectively  third  and  fourth  in  both 
lists.  Colorado  and  Montana  sixth  and 
eighth  in  one  li.it  and  eighth  and 
ninth  in  the  other.  At  the  lower  end 
of  the  scale  Mississippi.  South  Carolina. 
Alabama  and  North  Carolina,  which 
stood  thirty-eighth,  thirty-ninth,  for- 
tieth and  forty-first  in  school  efficiency 
in  1900,  ranked  a.s  forty-first,  thirty- 
[  third,  thirty-fifth  and  thirty-seventh 
In  1918  to  point  of  intelllgenoe.  As  the 
median  negro  acore.s  bv  States  show 
an  even  doeet  resemblanoe.  to  school 
conditions  In  those  States  m  1900  than 
do  the  white  ones,  Or.  Bagley  claims 
(hat  a  oaee  has  been  made  out  by 
these  figures  in  favor  of  the  theory 
that  there  is  an  IntlniiiU  M  iadDn  be- 
tween good  schools  and  high  mtelli- 
gence  quotients.-  Certainly  the  Stated 
which  had  good  schools  in  1900  made 
good  records  in  the  army  tests  in  1918. 
while  the  States  that  had  poor  schools 
in  the  former  years  made  poor  record.s 
in  tttese  tests.  Incidentally  it  may  be 
added  that  the  foregoing  facts  aeem 
to  support  the  contention  that  the 
"Intelllgenoe"  tests  measure  something 
more  than  Inborn  mental  capacity. 
They  are  tests  of  educational  achieve- 
ment. They  tell  more  of  what  has 
been  learned  thai  of  what  can  be 
learned.

the  remaining  portion  of  the  cemetery, 
which  l.s  not  under  it.!>  control. 

I  may  add  that  the  committee  was 
advised  that  it  would  be  illegal  to 
spend  from  the  revenues  of  the  city 
money  for  the  upkeep  of  property 
owned  by  other  persons;  hejjoe  the  ap- 
plication was  made  as  stated  before. 
It  should  also  be  reoognlced  that  the 
care  of  the  graves  a  usimlly  under- 
taken by  cemetery  gardeners  not  em- 
ployed by  the  dty.  but  who  are  grant- 
ed aooem  to  the  teiugtiujr  for  this 
purpose.
